Arafat 
says PNC 
session 
threatened 

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Pal-' 
estinian leader Yasser Arafat was 
Friday quoted as saying a planned 
session of the Palestine National 
Council (PNC) was under threat. 

Mr. Arafat made the comment 
in an interview to be published by 
an Arab magazine next Monday 
and made available to Reuters. 

The PNC. the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) 
-pari iamentr in-exile, is scheduled 
to meet in Algiers at the end of this 
month to discuss serious splits in 
the PLO. 

But the Baghdad correspondent 
of the London-based AJ Dustour 
■ magazine quoted Mr. Arafat as 
saying in an interview here that 
unnamed “Arab countries" had 
asked Algeria to stop the meeting. 

He did not say whether the Alg- 
erian authorities had acceded to 
the request. Syria and Libya 
armed and backed a rebellion by 
hardliners against 'dr Arafat last 
year. 

Mr. Arafat wants the meeting to 
go ahead in the hope it will rec- 
onfirm his leadership, but Syria 
has pressed for its postponement, 
saying it will make the split per- 
manent. 

In Algiers, Nayef Hawatmeh. 
leader of the Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine 
(DFLP). said Thursday that the 
planned PNC session will be pos- 
tponed to await the results of fur- 
ther mediation to mend the split in 
the PLO. 

Mr. Hawatmeh, secretary gen- 
eral of the DFLP, one of the eight 
factions that make up the PLO, 
told the Associated Press in an 
interview Thursday night that 
Algeria and South Yemen are 
continuing their efforts to heal the 
rift between the PLO and Syria. 

“We are in the process of dea- 
ling with the problem of Syrian- 
Pai estinian relations with patience 
to be sure of having a PNC of nat- 
ional unity and not schism," Mr.

UNICEF urges special

AMMAN (J.T.) — A five-day reg- 
ional conference of the United 
Nations Children Fund (UNI- 
CEF) ended here Friday and iss- 
ued recommendations to various 
member stales to ensure good hea- 
lth for children. The major rec- 
ommendations issued by the con- 
ference include a call on the mem- 
ber states to organise intensive 
information campaigns on health 
issues and stressed the importance 
of all sectors of the society in ens- 
uring children's health. 

The recommendations also str- 
essed the importance of sup- 
portingwomen and voluntary soc- 
ieties specialised in the field of 
child protection and child care and 
called for highlighting the role 
played by women in reducing the 
rate of death among children. 

Priority should be given to sup- 
ervising and evaluating pro- 


grammes aimed at protecting child 
health and improving children's 
social conditions, the rec- 
ommendations said. 

The recommendations also 
emphasised the importance of 
using growth rate control charts. 
Breast feeding is an essential part 
of child care, in addition to vac- 
cination and immunisation against 
contagious and communicable 
diseases, the recommendations 
said. 

Re hydration salts should be 
administered to children suffering

LONDON (R) — Eleven seamen 
were killed in an Iraqi attack on a- 
German-owned oil supply ship. 
Seetrans 21 . in the Gulf, the Bri- 
tish Foreign Office said Friday.

Libya plotting to destroy 
Aswan, Mubarak says 


CAIRO (AP) — President Hosni Mubarak has acc- 
used Libya of plotting to destroy the Aswan High 
Dam in order to flood Egypt and to block the Suez 
Canal by scuttling a ship in it, a leading Cairo new* 
spaper said Friday. 


The mass-circulation, state- 
owned AJ Akhbar said Mr. Mub- 
arak made the charges at a mee- 
ting on Thursday with par- 
liamentarians' 1 of his ruling Nat- 
ional Democratic Party. A mem- 
ber of the party present con- 
firmed the ncwapapcr's account. 

Mr. Mubarak said he refused to 
meet an envoy sent to Cairo rec- 
ently by Libyan leader Moammar 
Qadhafi because such a meeting 
would have been “futile,” con- 
sidering the contents of a verbal 
message the emissary had bro- 
. ught. the newspaper said. 

The message offered Egypt $5 
billion in aid if it promised "even 
secretly" to abrogate its 1978 
Camp David accords wit h Israel 
that led to the signing of a peace 
treaty the following year. 

Mr. Mubarak was quoted as say- 
ing Col. QadhafTs message also 
demanded the extradition of a 
Libyan Air Force pilot who had 
defected to Egypt with his military 
plane earlier this year. 

“The pilot told Egyptian aut- 
horities he had been receiving tra- 
ining for an air strike with rockets 
against the Aswan High Dam in 
accordance with a Libyan gov- 
ernment plan to destroy the Dam 
and flood Egypt.” the newspaper 
said, quoting Mr. Mubarak.

KUWAIT (Agencies) — The new 
U.S. Ambassador to Kuwait, 
Anthony Ouaimon. arrived here 
Thursday night and said Was- 
hington assigned the highest pri- 
ority to achieving peace in the 
Gulf and the Middle East.

BEIRUT (R) — Shops and bus- 
inesses closed in Falangist- held 
pans of Lebanon as Falangists 
commemorated the second ann- 
iversary of the assassination of 
President-elect Bashir Gemayel. 

In Muslim areas religious lea- 
ders ordered prayers in memory of 
hundreds of Palestinian and Leb- 
anese civilians killed in west Bei- 
rut refugee camps after Gemayer s 
death. 

Bashir Gemayel, 34. who com- 
manded the Lebanese Forces mil- 
itia until he was elected president 
on Aug. 23. 1982, died with 22 
others in a massive bomb exp- 
losion at the headquarters of his 
Falangist Party in east Beirut. 

The next day besieging Israeli 


forces occupied west Beirut and 
let Christian militiamen into the 
■Palestinian refugee camps of 
Sabra and Shaiila, where hun- 
dreds of Palestinian and Lebanese 
civilians were massacred. 

Parliament later elected Bas- 
'hifs older brother Mr. Amin 
Gemayel to the presidency. 

In a speech to the Lebanese 
Forces Thursday, Commander 
Fadi Frem pledged to follow Bas- 
hir's footsteps. 

Referring to Lebanon’s stalled 
peace process, he said: “The pre- 
sent situation is artificial and can- 
not last because it is neither peace 
nor a solution. Peace will be the 
fruit of our struggle and of our 
will.” 


Malta, Libya discuss pact 


VALLETTA (R) — Malta and 
Libya are discussing a neutrality 
pact which the Mediterranean isl- 
and hopes will be signed by the 
end of this year, Malta’s Deputy 
Prime Minister Carmclo Mifsud 
Bonnici said Thursday. 

“We are negotiating a neu- 
trality agreement along the lines 
as those we have signed with other 
countries. The gist of it is that we 
will not let anybody use our bases 
against Libya and Libya will never 
let anybody use bases againsr us."

Tough economic measures expected from new Israeli government 


TEL AVIV ( Agencies) — Israel - s 
new national unity government 
took power Friday amid wid- 
espread expectations that it will 
act quickly to try and rescue the 
country's sinking economy. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres of 
the Labour Party and former 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir of 
the right-wing Likud Bloc finally 
signed a coalition pact Thursday 
night after weeks of wrangling. 
Their nine-party coalition later 
-won a vote of confidence after a 
long parliamentary debate. 

• Before the vote, Mr. Peres said 
“immediate, energetic action” 
was needed to halt the country's 
400 per cent inflation, falling for- 
eign currency reserves and rising 
unemployment. 

The new Finance Minister, Yit- 
zhak Modai. also said he would 
move quickly to introduce a str- 
ingent economic programme. 

Mr. Modai' declined to com- 
ment yp persistent newspaper 
reports that devaluation of the 
Israeli shekel was imminent. 

But he insisted that "no dra- 
conian measures were necessary" 
and told Israelis that no dangers 
existed to their savings. 

Publication Friday of the Aug- 
ust inflation rate, which Israeli 
papers said would set a new record 
for that month at about 14 per 
cent, is also expected to spur eff- 
orts for new economic measures. 

Mr. Peres also promised that 
one of his first tasks would be to 
bring Israeli forces home from 
Lebanon, where they have been 
bogged down for more than wo 
years. 

He also urged Jordan to join 
Middle East peace negotiations, 
saying the new government would 
discuss any proposals with Jordan.

Syria criticises new cabinet 

In Damascus, a Syrian gov- 
ernment newspaper. Al ThawTa, 
on Friday branded Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres' new national unity 
cabinet as standing “for war and 
aggression." 

In a front-page commentary, it 
charged that “this government 
came wearing the clothes of gen- 
erals to stress its war and agg- 
ressive intentions... most mem- 
bers of the new government are 
ex-generals or officers who par- 
ticipated either in aggressive wars 
or in organised slaughter against 
the Arabs.” 

The paper, which is published 
by the Syrian government and ref- 
lects its views, said the bi-partisan 
cabinet that includes members 
from Mr. Peres’ Labour Party and 
former Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir's Likud Bloc could be 
expected to continue the policies 
of the earlier cabinet under Mr. 
Shamir. 

As a result, the paper said. 
“Arabs must consider now more 
than ever that we will have to face 
a new era of dangerous Israeli agg- 
ression led by the two faces of 
Zionist terror; The Likud and the 
Mapara (labour) together.” 

It added that “There is no dif- 
ference between the Likud and 
Labour, as they both want exp- 
ansion through aggression." 

Egypt's position unchanged 

In Cairo State Minister for For- 


eign Affairs Burros Ghali said Fri- 
day the formation of a national 
unity cabinet in Israel will not 
change Egypt’s conditions for 
improved relations with the Jew- 
ish state. 

A statement by Mr. Ghali bro- 
adcast by the official Cairo Radio 
was the first official reaction to the 


new Israeli cabinet which was 
endorsed by the Knesset (par- 
liament) on Thursday. 

"The formation of the new Isr- 
aeli government does not change 
Egypt’s position,” the radio quo- 
ted Mr. Ghali as saying.

"Both parties are opposed to 
talks with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation, to creation of a Pal- 
estinian state, to the return of 
Arab territories and the abolition 
of the annexation of the Arab Jer- 
usalem.” 

This meant that “nothing but 
continuation of the policy of agg- 
ression and expansion towards the 
Arab World can be expected." 
Rude Pravo added. 

Czechoslovakia follows Mos- 
cow's line towards Israel and sup- 
ports the Palestine Liberation 
Movement (PLO).

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Six die in two days as a 
result of road accidents 


AMMAN (J.T.) — ■ Six people 
were killed and several others inj- 
ured in road accidents which occ- 
urred in Jordan in the past 48 
hours. . 

One of these accidents occurred 
near the A1 Hasa-Al Abiad jun- 
ction in southern Jordan when two 
oQ trucks collided, killing one of 
the drivers and two persons riding' 
nest to him. Fire engulfed both 
trucks and completely destroyed 
them. 

The other driver sustained inj- 
uries and burns and received ini- 
tial treatment at a local clinic and 
was then transferred to Al Tafileh 
hospital. Near the same area ano- 


ther road accident occurred Thu- 
rsday between a dumper truck and 
a Syrian lorry which resulted in 
severe injuries for both drivers 
and damage to both vehicles. 

A pick up truck and small pri- 
vate vehicle collided near Amman 
killing two persons in the small car 
and injuring the driver of the 
truck. Both vehicles sustained ser- 
ious damage. 

Another accident occurred near 
Al Husn refugee camp between a 
pick-up truck and a small bus 
which caused the death of the 
truck driver and the injury of three 
other people riding in his vehicle. 


First Iraqi cultural week

AMMAN (Petra) — The first 
Iraqi cultural week will be held 
under Royal patronage on Oct. 1 
at the Royal Cultural Centre 
(RCC) in co-operation with the 
popular committee for supporting 
the struggle of the Iraqi people.

Royal commission aims to revamp management procedures 

Obeidat requests information 
for administration committee 


AMMAN (Petra) — Prime Minister Ahmad Obeidat 
has issued an official circular requesting all min- 
istries, government departments and public ins- 
titutions to supply the Royal Committee for Adm- 
inistrative Development with all studies, laws, reg- 
ulations and proposals aimed at developing adm- 
inistrative work in the government departments by 
Oct. 18 at the latest. 


The Royal Committee for Adm- 
inistrative Development, headed 
by Mr. Obeidat, has recently com- 
pleted preparing the main gui- ■ 
delines of the committee's work, 
which is geared to achieve a tan- 
gible development in the adm- 
inistrative system in theKingdom. 

The committee’s plan pointed 
out that the committee aims to 
draw up a comprehensive and int- 
egrated plan for administrative 
development in Jordan and to def- 
ine the programmes, means and 
methods capable of implementing 
the plans in a manner capable of a 
high degree of performance. 

The plan also aims at drawing 
up a comprehensive civil service 
regulation within a national fra- 
mework for planning and dev- 
eloping the labour force. The plan 
also aims to attract qualified peo- 
ple and to provide an atmosphere 
of stability and encouragement to 
staff, in addition to providing the 
necessary facilities and resources 
required for training, developing 
and qualifying them. 


Royal message 

The formation of the Royal 
Committee for Administrative 
Development comes in imp- 
lementation of His Majesty King 
Hussein's directive issued on July 
IS, 1 9R4 . which was contained in a 
Royal message sent to Mr. Obe- 
idat. The Royal message stressed 
that the administrative structure 
should remain the active tool 
which plays the decisive role in 
motivating and pacing the wheel 
of progress forward to enable Jor- 
dan to stand firmly in the face of 
all challenges facing its end- 
eavours to achieve its national 
goals. 

The Royal message also outlines 
the basic principles and concepts 
within which the committee sho- 
uld act. 

Among the principles contained 
in the message are that adm- 
inistrative development is an ong- 
oing and active job which should 
be performed by the government 
and backed and supervised by the 


administrative leaderships. It also 
states that one of the gov- 
ernment's main responsibilities is 
to lay down a unified and clear-cut 
policy for administrative dev- 
elopment based on co-ordination 
and co-operation between the off- 
icial bodies. 

The administrative dev- 
elopment policy should emanate 
from the requirements of the 
comprehensive development 
needs, provided that a well- 
planned balance between social 
and economic development and 
administrative development is 
taken into consideration, the 
Royal message said. 

Adopting a contemporary adm- 
inistrative thought and str- 
engthening the institutional fea- 
tures of the administrative str- 
ucture will make the adm- 
inistrative strucutre more capable 
of utilising the human and mat- 
erial resources in the best possible 
manner, the Royal message 
added. 

The Royal Committee will 
submit its recommendations, pro- 
posals and final report regarding 
each separate field of adm- 
inistrative development or those 
relating to any specific ministry of 
government department or to a 
number of government ministries 
or departments to the cabinet. The 
Royal Committee also defines the 
stages, means and methods of tHfc 
implementation of its plan of act- 
ion. 


Arab administration experts call for 
improved research, teaching methods 


AMMAN (Petra) — Officials and 
experts from administrative res- 
earch centres in the Arab World 
recommended Arab cultural and 
educational institutions to dev- 
elop educational curriculum and 
teaching methods to encourage 
innovation, to provide the atm- 
osphere of research for students 
and to abandon teaching methods 
based on “spoon-feeding”. 

In theit meetings, concluded 
here Thursday, administration 
representatives urged Arab adm- 
inistrative development ins- 
titutions including universities and 
civil service departments to att- 
ach great importance to adm- 
inistrative research and to adopt 
innovative policies to support 
management -studies. 

The Arab experts also stressed 
the importance of academic fre- 
edom and the freedom of res- 
earchers to remedy administrative 
problems, and they called for dra- 
wing up an effective system of inc-. 
entives to encourage adm- 
inistrative research. They also cal- 


led for'adopting a national policy 
for administrative research in each 
Arab country and for adopting a 
general Arab strategy for adm- 
inistrative research in the Arab 
World. 

Participants requested Arab 
administrative research ins- 
titutions to diagnose the reasons 
of the weakness in Arab man- 
agement and .to promote the ideal 
that administrative research is a 
goal aimed at serving people, their 
needs, problems and their asp- 
irations. Participants also rec- 
ommended that administrative 
research should take into con- 


sideration methods of easing the 
problems encountered by citizens 
in various administration dep- 
artments. increasing the ind- 
ividual's portion from the agg- 
regate national income, stressing 
social justice in the distribution of 
services as well as taking care of 
individual's dignity and humanity. . 

Participants . also - asked the 
Arab Organisation for Adm- 
inistrative Sciences (AOAS)mo 
. study the possibility of setting up 
an association for Arab adm- 
inistrators to strengthen ties bet- 
ween them.

Friday's 

Al Ra’i: Extremist-Main feature 

WHETHER THE newly formed Israeli unity government is doomed 
to failure or is to succeed. its present formation with the small 
extremist groups in it. will strengthen the conviction that extremism 
has been and will remain the outstanding feature of the Israel's policy 
and that all that has been said about moderation is not but int- 
oxicating doses aimed at cheating simple people and creating a 
mirage after which weaklings run. 

This result is worth being contemplated by those who were exp- 
ecting a change in the aftermath of the Israeli elections, particularly 
as those are the same people who look forward to the forthcoming 
American election. 

There is no doubt that waiting for the Israeli or American gov- 
ernments to come up with a just solution to the Palestinian question is 
a waste of time, because neither the Americans nor the Israelis are. 
concerned about finding a genuine and just solution to the Pal- 
estinian question and because both of them are interested in liq- 
uidating Palestinian question. 

Arabs should face the truth and deal with it as it is. They should 
also understand that no body can present them the solution to the 
question on a silver tray and that the convictions of Western pol- 
iticians of the justice of our cause will be of no consequence if the 
Arabs did not prepare themselves for restoring their rights. This does 
not imply that Arabs should abandon diplomatic contacts at the 
international level to rally support for their cause. 

These efforts and contacts alone will in no way come up with 
anything except statements and decisions which require translation 
into deeds, which in turn will remain subject to the Arab self-reliance 
that is capable of deterring aggression and restoring Arab rights. 

The self Arab force is the only factor which can influence the state 
of affairs inside the Israeli entity and will control the American policy 
towards Arabs, and consequently will change all decisions supporting 
the Palestinian question. 

Al Dustour: Pursuing aggressive policies 

THE STATEMENT by Shimon Peres about the formation of the 
new Israeli government docs not mean, that Israel has found a way 
out of the political crisis caused by the recent Israeli elections, a fact 
which has been admitted by Peres himself upon announcing the 
formation of his new government. He said the government wiH not be 
a coalition government, but a government of disputes and dif- 
ferences. 

The new government of Peres has all the elements of its failure, 
since it carries all the contradictions- of the two big parties and chose 
of the small parties. In its best form, the new government will not be 
but a transitional one which will soon find itself unable to take any 
sound decision, and consequently unable to rid Israel of the political 
split and even of the economic crisis which is aggravating day after 
day. 

Therefore the statements made by Shamir in which he called 
Jordan for starting negotiations with Israel are no more than mere 
balloons through which Peres is tTying to allude to his party that he is 
able to translate some of his programme's items. Peres knows well 
that the road to peace is not accessible through loud cries for such a 
peace, but through serious intentions to achieve this peace and 
through acceptance of an international conference and clear com- 
mitment to respect Palestinian rights and to totally withdraw from 
the occupied Arab territories for the implementation of the United 
Nations decisions which have received the world unanimity. 

However, affairs will not remain subject to the intentions of the 
Peres' new government, not to its ability to take decisions in this 
respect, but they will remain subject to the Arab force, which is 
capable of putting things right and restoring Arab rights.

Al Ra’i: Zionist schemes revealed 


FOLLOWING A FIRST abortive attempt to drive the people of Um 
Al Fahm in occupied Palestine from their homeland, the Zionist 
terrorist organisation led by Mcir Kahanc has announced it will 
launch another campaign to achieve its objective. According to rep- 
orts from the occupied Arab lands, the Israeli authorities are helping 
the terrorists to carry out their evil plan against the innocent people 
of the town. Thus we can see that the annexation of Arab territory 
has entered a new phase in which the Israelis chase the Arab pop- 
ulation out of their towns. 

The ordeal of Um Al Fahm could be repeated in other areas since 
the Zionist terrorists will pursue their actions against the Arabs to 
achieve world Zionism's goals.

Al Dustour: New Zionist adventure 


THE DIFFICULT process of creating the new Israeli coalition gov- 
ernment led by Shimon Peres underlines the deep divisions among 
the political parties in Israel and reflects the disintegration of political 
life in Ihc Zionist state. The new government is bound to give Israel 
just a short breathing space that will definitely lead tn greater pol- 
itical disputes and further extremist attitudes. 

The difficulties which Peres had faced in forming the government 
also reflect the size of the great economic problems and those awa- 
iting the Zionists in the future. Of course the new government will 
not be able to achieve peace with the Arab countries nor will it even 
embark on a project that might lead to peace because such an 
enterpr ise is so complicated and wrought with danger. This is because 
the policies of the new government do not support peace nor will the 
extremist Zionists who have acquired scats in parliament give app- 
roval for such a venture. 

In the light of the present situation, newspapers in the U.S. and 
Europe predicted that there might be a military coup in Israel to put 
an end to this awkward position, and if this becomes a reality then the 
Middle East region will be in for another Zionist adventure.

THE NEW U.S. ambassador in 
Amman Paul Boeker does not 
need enemies with that calibre 
of “friends” he left back home. 
They just leaked to the press 
that “the highly respected car- 
eer economist in the U.S. for- 
eign service had chaired the 
State Department's task force 
on the Israeli economy. Taking 
his place is Peter Rodman, a 
long time associate of Henry 
Kissinger." 

“George Shultz has put tog- 
ether a high powered team of 
American economists to help 
him in resolving the Israeli 
economic problems. The team 
included prominent eco- 
nomists from Harvard. M.I.T.. 
former advisers from the White 
House as well as Herbert Stein 
and Paul McCracken.” 

But what sort of panacea 
could the State Department 
formulate for Israel's economy 
which suffers from: 

$22 billion external debts; 
$9.5 million loans from com- 
mercial banks;400 per cent inf- 
lation. 

It is true that George Shultz 
can not approve an economic 
“bail out" programme for Isr- 
ael without fundamental str- 
uctural changes in Israel. But 


what sort of changes can be 
expected from Israel which was 
receiving a $2.6 billion grant 
from the U.S. when Israeli tro- 
ops invaded Lebanon on June 
6. 1982? 

The news leak about the 
U.S. ambassador in Amman is 
expected to be followed by sim- 
ilar “leaks" regarding all future 
U.S. envoys to the Arab 
World. The purpose is to sub- 
vert all constructive efforts to 
form a balanced dignified rel- 
ationship between the Arab 
World and the United States. 
Israel's long term target is to be 
ihe only and exclusive ally of 
the* 1 free world" in this area. It 
serves Israeli interests in the 
long run to have within the Sov- 
iet sphere of influence of Jor- 
dan, Saudi Arabia. Morocco 
and all moderate or con- 
servative Arab slates. It serves 
Israel 1 s long term strategy to be 
the "only bastion of Western 
civilisation and culture! !" in 
this area. 

This policy of alienating the . 
Arabs to join the other side is 
not new. Within the first four 
months after the occupation of 
the West Bank in 1967. pol- 
itical tentacles were roaming 


the West Bank intellectuals to. 
identify the leftists or activists. 
Arab members in the Israeli 
Knesset held rallies in which 
leftist West Bankers par- 
ticipated and delivered spe- 
eches. 

The organisational know- 
how. printing facilities, and ski- 
lled manpower were put at the 
disposal of the West Bank lef- 
tists. Loopholes in the Israeli 
censorship law were pointed 
out to the nascent leftist mov- 
ement among West Bankers. 
The Communist Party of Israel 
(Rakah) and the Israeli left 
identified with the West Bank 
left while the Arabs in “1948- 
Israel" were forming a bridge 
of cooperation and exchange of 
organisational skills. 

During the same period and 
at the same time the Islam ically 
oriented WesL Bankers were 
haunted down and hunted in 
the alleys of Jenin and Ghaza, 
leftist West Bankers found sol- 
icitors and advocates like adv- 
ocate Laager and others. 

The Israeli military governor 
turned a blind eye to many lef- 
tist activities more than once, 
but always came down heavily 
on any Islamically oriented act- 


ivity in the mosques or among 
the new young generation of 
Palestinians, confiscating their 
Koranic tafseer cassettes and 
banning any after prayers mee- 
tings. 

The attack on the Islamic 
Library in Ghaza by Arab lef- 
tists in late 1982 did have its 
shades of suspicious colours — 
motive-wise. The incidents in 
Nablus involving Dr. Suleiman 
Bashir, a Druze with an Israeli 
citizenship and a lecturer at Al 
Najah University, do as well 
reflect the harsh blows dealt to 
many Islamically oriented act- 
ivity compared to the mass 
media applause accorded to 
others. The permits to travel 
around the West Bank are den- 
ied to Muslim activists and 
granted easily to leftists. 

The conclusion is clear: 
There is well-orchestrated str- 
ategy to radicalise the young 
generations of Arab West 
Bankers. The strategy is imp- 
lemented by the military gen-‘ 
erals as well as by Arab Rakah 
members, whether consciously 
or unconsciously. 

It befits Israel's public rel- 
ations strategy to project an 
image of West Bankers as rad- 


ical Trotskytes or extremist 
Maoists. 

The well-orchestrated str- 
ategy of Israel's propaganda 
and misinformation blew out of 
all proportions Jordan's and 
Kuwait’s purchase of some 
Soviet defence equipment. The 
purpose of the whole scare- 
tactic was to paint the “Soviet 
Bear'' all over the Arab cou- 
ntries adjacent to Israel. The 
same campaign included pai- 
nting the young Palestinians as 
radicals or Maoists. 

Masterminding such a str- 
ategy is to be expected of Isr- 
ael. Polarising the area has 
always been one of the Israeli 
objectives through depicting 
the Arab states as Soviet cli- 
ents, and depicting the Pal- 
estinians as radical Com- 
munists. 

So, h would not be too much 
of a surprise to find Israeli 
hands precipitating the failure 
of any objective search for 
peace and justice in the area, 
and to abort the good offices of 
any new envoy who would 
expose the intransigent agg- 
ressiveness of Israers exp- 
ansionism. It does befit Israers 
master plan of public opinion

Khomeini’s revolution quietely studying succession

TEHRAN — In its five years of 
Islamic rule, Iran has juggled full- 
scale war. bloody internal strife 
and a sick economy. Now it is qui- 
etly seeking a successor to its 
84-year-old leader. Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. 

The dust of revolutionary days 
has settled and much of the eup- 
horia has been swept away by 
Iran’s pressing problems. Even 
_ Khomeini’s foes at home appear 
' to have accepted that the changes 
brought by the 1979 revolution 
are here to stay. 

Amid rumours and denials on 
Khomeini's health, Iran's ruling 
mullahs, the Muslim clergymen, 
are trying to overcome their own 
disputes on the succession que- 
stion, diplomats and other kno- 
wlegeable sources report. 

Khomeini's personal candidate, 
the 62 -year-old Ayatollah Ali' 
Montazeri, is seen by the radical 
fundamentalist wing of the clergy 
as the man to be imam, or the nat- 
ion’s political and spiritual leader. 

But clerical elements associated 
with the rich merchants of the 
Tehran bazaar favour instead a 
group leadership after Kho- 
meini's, a less active council of cle- 
rgyman that would lower the rel- 
igious profile in Iranian politics 
and foster a more conservative 
economy. 

According to the Islamic con- 
stitution, Khoraeinfs successor or 
successors must be appointed by 
the 60-member Council of Exp- 
erts.

Ayatollah Azari Qomi. a mem- 
ber of the council and of a com- 
mission studying a list of dis- 
tinguished clergymen, sa id current 
discussions focused “on a par- 
ticular person in the society." 

The commission, he said, “will 
introduce the one who we believe 
is more fit and firm in managing 
the revolution. The Council of 
Experts will have the final word,” 
he said in an interview at his home 
in the desen city of Qom. 

Iranian and foreign observers 
say there is no doubt Montazeri is 
the front-runner in the candidates 
list despite his contrasting per- 
sonality to that of the charismatic 
Khomeini. 

Montazeri, a former student of 
Khomeini now professor of Isl- 
amic philosophy and ethics, is reg- 
arded as a soft but straightforward 
man. 

A grand Ayatoilahdike Kho- 
meini, the highest level in' the Isl- 
amic Shfite clergy, Montazeri 
projects a grandfatherly image. 
But his squeaky voice and fleshy 
face have earned him some irr- 
everent nicknames. 

His poster is everywhere, alw- 
ays hanging next to those equally 
big with Khomeini's severe, fro- 
wning face. 

Much of the official political 
line, however, is now carried by 
the speaker of the Majlis {par- 
liament). Hojatoleslam Ali Akh- 
bar Harhemi Rafsanjani. 

Rafsanjani. regarded as one 
of Iran's most shrewd politicians, 
does not hide his political amb- 
itions and his name is often men- 
tioned as a possible co-successor. 

Despite slightly contrasting 



views on minor domestic issues. 
Montazeri and Rafsanjani agree 
on almost all of Iran's main que- 
stions. * • 

Both staunchly support the 
four-year-old war with Iraq until 
the collapse of the Iraqi gov- 
ernment. 

They also call for strict adh- 
erence to Islamic principles in Ira- 
nian society and advocate a no- 
truce battle against guerrillas of 
the Mujahedeen People's Org- 
anisation, the only major leftist 
element since the Tudeh Com- 
munist Party was crushed. 

Sharp differences exist between 
fundamentalist radicals and the 
conservative establishment on 
economic issues, such as land ref- - 
orm and foreign trade. 

Iran's estimated 30 to 40 per 
cent inflation, soaring une- 
mployment^ and accute housing 


problems have divided the nat- 
ion's ruling Islamic Republican 
Party, pitting members of the 
right-wing" Hojjatiah" group agar 
inst Khomeini loyalists like Mon- 
tazeri and Rafsanjani. 

In a clear move to soothe one of 
the most sensitive differences, 
Khomeini recently urged Pre- 
sident Ali Khamenei and Prime 
Minister Hussein Moussavfs gov- 
ernment to broaden the role of the 
private sector. 

His speech called for lifting for- 
eign trade restrictions that were 
brewing unrest among the pow- 
erful bazaaris. 

“Make the bazaar a partner of 
the revolution,” he said. “The 
things that the bazaar is not able to 
do. the government should do. 
But do not prevent the bazaar 
from doing the things it can do."

.dt“ Finally; things may be easier 
for us," commented Ahmad Kho- 
rami, a clothes vendor at Tehran’s 
frantic bazaar. 

“Foreign trade restrictions were 
asphixiating the private sector."

But beyond Khomeini's sta- 
tement, foreign diplomats here 
see an unprecedented move tow- 
ards easing the tensions between 
Iran's antagonists. 

“Nobody will contest Kho- 
meini's remarks. The radicals will 
have to do what he says. By giving 
his blessing to the private sector, 
he is also ensuring stability for his 
successor." said a “Third World" 
diplomat.

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Pinochet talks democratically again

SANTIAGO — Violent protests 
against Chile's military rulers and 
a Slinging response from President 
Augusto Pinochet have left gov- 
ernment and opposition as far 
apart as ever, politicians and dip- 
lomats say. 

On the 11 th anniversary of ihe 
coup which brought him to power, 
Gen. Pinochet Tuesday repeated 
his vow to build a new, stronger 
democracy in Chile. 

A year ago, leading opposition 
figures took part in a faltering dia- 
logue with the government on tra- 
nsferring to democracy. They now 
face charges under internal sec- 
urity laws for organising protests 
last week in which nine people 
died. 

Gen. Pinochet has abandoned 
all talk of modifying the timetable 


for 3 return to democracy, not due 
until 1989 according to the con- 
stitution. He has threatened dra- 
stic measures to smother protests 
which resulted in the killing of 
about 80 people in 1 7 months. 

"They constitute a dangerous 
germ of subversion and, far from 
being a legitimate form of dissent, 
are the expression of organised 
violence ... a grave attack on the 
community” he charged in a spe- 
ech Tuesday. 

But the opposition is unr- 
epentant and intends to keep pre- 
ssing for a quick return to dem : 
ocracy. Us leaders blame violence 
during the protests on heavy- 
handed policjng. extreme poverty 
stemming from economic mis- 
management and the lack of civil 
liberties. 

Mario Sharpe, president of the 
broad-based Democratic Alliance 
coalition of opposition parties. 


said he and the other nine protest 
organisers charged with inciting 
the overthrow of the government 
had nothing to fear. 

"Protest is a legitimate act," he 
said. “It is no crime, so we are all 
calm." 

But in a rare public statement. 
Air Force chief Fernando Mat- 
thei, regarded as a strong backer 
of the political “apertura” (ope- 
ning) introduced a year ago after 
months of protest, said he was 
ashamed and astonished that the 
alliance should call last week's 
protests a success. 

“We arc ail profoundly dis- 
illusioned about what the result of 
this sincere attempt at political, 
'apertura' has been," he said. 

The counity could not allow the 
transition to democracy to be bro- 
ught forward under the man- 
agement of irresponsible and 
immature politicians, he added. . 


Opposition politicians have few 
.illusions about the ability of Gen, 
Matthei or the air force to inf- 
luence the president, whose power 
is built od the absolute loyalty of 
the army. 

But they tried to hide their dis- 
appointment at his comments by 
branding them an emotional out- 
burst and not a policy statement. 

Diplomats said Mr. Maiihefs 
remarks showed the instinctive 
reaction of the armed forces to dis- 
turbances on the streets — to treat 
them os a problem of public order 
from which there must be no ret- 
reat. Political judgment came 
later, if at all. 

“I think they must be a bit sha- 
ken by the protest but I don't see 
them taking a new direction.” one 
diplomat said. “They certainly 
seem to have no intention of han- . 
ding out any political con- ! 
cessions.” 


“Khomeini has removed some of 
the pressure that was mounting 
over a key point on the succession 
question. A hardliner can now 
take his place, follow Khomeini 1 s 
testament, and find out that the 
rich merchants actually support 
him.” 

Diplomatic sources say tho- 
usands of mujahedeen fighters in 
the western Kurdistan province 
have been killed and activists in 
the cities have been executed by 
the hundreds. 

A stiffer repression in the wake 
of airplane hijackings and a recent 
bombing in Tehran that killed 18 
people and wounded about 300 
others could well hand the final 
blow to the Paris-based guerrillas. 

Recollections of Shah Moh- 
ammed Reza Pah lav fs ruthless 
dinasty are kept alive with massive 
visits to -the monarch's palaces in 
Tehran's suburbs. 

The only tolerated opposition 
comes occasionally from the small 
“freedom movement" of former 
premier Mehdi Bazargan. who is 
rarely seen in public and refuses to 
talk to foreign journalists. 

The aging politician has' rec- 
ently published a political analysis 
called “The Iranian Revolution in 
two Movements," which omits the 
word "Islamic." 

Despite harsh repression, sho- 
rtages, queues and bureaucracy. 
Khomeini's revolution is at the 
peak of its strength in the streets. 

The cost of living has more than 
doubled in the last five years, sal- 
aries are frozen, the stalemated 
war keeps draining Iran's oil- 
glutted economy at a rate of sev- 
eral million dollars a day.

Well-off families living in the 
northern suburbs of Tehran regret 
not having joined thousands of 
Western-educated Iranians which 
had left the country. 

Middle-class couples recall with 
nostalgia the time it was possible 
to think of buying an apartment or 
a new television set or taking a 
vacation. 

“ We' ve always been poor so the 
revolution didn't change much for 
. us." said an unemployed elevator 
repairman. “But now al least we 
don’t have the Shah's boot ste- 
pping oo us or destroying our 
mosques.” 

Western diplomats here, spe- 
aking in private, agree that Iren, 
despite its heavy human failure, 
has become a mixed blessing for 
Khomeini's rule. 

“War is reviving patriotism 
while distracting the people’s att- 
ention from the most pressing iss- 
ues like political and religioaslre- 
edbms" said one diplomat in his 
third year of assignment here.

Promised huge wages in the Gulf, villagers from India’s Orissa state 
accompanied contractors' touts to New Delhi in 1 982 and worked on 
local construction sites while waiting to be shipped out They earned a 
dollar a day. When the jobs were finished, so were the villagers. The 
middlemen had disappeared. The following story outlines how tribal 
'communities are hurt when development goes wrong. 


NEW DELHI — Development 
experts say the best antidote to 
poverty is to dig a mine, open a 
factory or build a dam. But in 
India, some development pro- 
grammes, are making people poo- 
rer — particularly the “Scheduled 
Tribes" concentrated in the hill 
and forest areas, who constitute 
eight per cent of India's 684 mil- 
lion people. 

Steel plauts have displaced tri- 
bal people from their lands; mines 
where they used to work are being 
mechanised: dams are submerging 1 
thousands of tribal villages. 

The villagers’ social and cultural 
life is threatened by traders and 
middlemen luring unemployed 
men to cities with fake promises of 
work and their womenfolk to bro- 
thels. 

.. The people. Jcnown in Indtyas 
• “tribal^’ were • originally : abo- 
riginal hunters and gatherers who 
translated uneasily to agriculture 
and generally have found it dif- 
ficult to adapt to modem methods 
of food production and enter the 
national mainstream. Many work 
as unskilled labourers in the mines 
of central India. 

In many places the tribal people 
are reviving a past militancy pro- 
voked by British colonial attempts 
to set up industries and railroad 
tracks in the tribal areas. Reb- 
ellions flared across the Eastern 
states of India throughout the 
19th century. 

Many tribal workers, such as 
Santhal coal-miners in the eastern 
state of Bihar, believe that the 
central government is removing 
the mineral wealth — coal, mica, 
copper and iron ore — while han- 
ding to the tribal inhabitants une- 
mployment and destruction of 
them social life and natural hab- 
itat. 

Disenchanted with the failure to 
respond of the established pol- 
itical parties, these people are 
seeking a solution in a separate 
tribal state in eastern India. 


In an area of 30.5 million peo- 
ple covering S37,000 sq kil- 
ometres spread, over 16 con- 
tiguous districts of four states — 
West Bengal. Bihar. Orissa and 
Madhya Pradesh — some 10 mil- 
lion tribals are demanding a sep- 
arate state of their own. Jha- 
rkhand, which translates as "for- 
est state.” 

The tribal-dominated regions of 
Bihar alone account for more than 
a quarter of India's total mining 
activity, producing the bulk of its 
copper, half of its mica, 48 per 
cent of coal and 38 per cent of 
bauxite. 

Important industrial projects 
have been drawn to the area, inc- 
luding steel, heavy engineering 
and fertiliser plants — all taking 
their toll in land and jobs. 

Between 1951' and 1966, more 
than 50,000 tribal families were 
uprooted to make way for ind- 
ustrial projects. The Damodar 
Valley Project, built for irrigation, 
flood control and power gen- 
eration in WestBengal and Bihar, 
submerged huge areas of tribal- 
owned cultivable lands, but did 
not provide any alternative means 
of livelihood for them. 

A steel complex was established 
at Bokaro after displacing half a 
million people. 

At present, the government is 
acquiring land for open-cast 
(strip) mining in Dhanbad and 
.other places in Bihar, displacing 
small peasant landowners. 

A spokesman for the Jharkhand 
movement said that the state gov- 
ernment of Bihar earned 75 per 
cent of its revenue from the min- 
eral and forest areas, but spent 
only 25 per cent on the people 
there. 

In Orissa state, several dams are 
being built across the river Ind- 
ravati, submerging some 99 tribal 
villages with 700 or so families. 
An average family is six people. 


As development projects have 
moved in, so have the modern 
carpet-baggers — non- tribal tra- 
ders, middlemen and money len- 
ders. Exposure to these invaders 
has fostered among tribal young 
people tastes for jewelry, silk blo- 
uses. city-brewed liquor and milk 
foods for children, resulting in 
debt burdens. 

“People traders”, promising 
good jobs in the cities, have lured 
tribal women to urban areas 
where they have ended up in 
heavy labouring jobs or in the bro- 
thels of Bombay, Calcutta or New 
Delhi. 

The General Secretary of the 
United Mineral Workers Union of 
Dhanbad, P. Majumdar, claimed 1 
recently that 100,000 women 
were lured from their home vil- 
lages and 35,000 of them ended 
up working in the brickfields of 
West Bengal. 

Leaders of the Jharkhand mov- 
ement are harking back to tribal 
wars against traders and money- 
lenders, the Indian police and the 
British army. They remind their. 

- followers at meetings of the exp- 
loits of Sidu and Kanu, two Spn- . 
thal brothers who led a rebellion 
between 1855 and 1857 across the • 
entire tribal region of Bihar to 
Orissa and West Bengal. 

Members of the Munda tribe 
are evoking the name of Birsa, a 
Munda peasant who led an upr- 
ising against Hindu landlords and 
the British army from 1890 to 
1895. 

In the Chhattisgarh region of 
Madhya Pradesh in central India, 
inhabited by Gond tribesmen, 
workers at iron-ore mines thr- 
eatened by mechanisation with 
unemployment have formed the 
Chhattisgarh Mukti Morcha (Lib- 
eration Front). Although the 
name suggests a militant sec- 
essionist programme, the org- 
anisation is reformist. Its members 
have so far resisted mec- 
hanisation. 

They have carried on a cam- 
paign against alcoholism — widely 
prevalent among tribesmen — and 
set up schools. 

Tribal activists complain that 
from the government they have 
received promises but not per- 
formance. 
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In a statement to the Indian Par- 
liament, Yogendra Makwana, 
Minister of State in the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, outlined gov- 
ernment strategy — “that the dev- 
elopment process should har- 
monise with the traditional way of 
life, identity and cultural pattern 
of the tribal population.” 
Measures were instituted to 
counter exploitation of tribal 
communities, be said, including 
“steps to meet the problems cre- 
ated by industrial, mining and 
other projects in central India. 


“Schemes are being imp- 
lemented to impart training to 
members of scheduled tribes so 
that they may avail themselves of ’ 
the opportunities created by ind- 
ustrial and other developments.” ‘ 
That statement was made on 
Dec. 16, 1981 and the separatists 
say that none of the promises has 
been honoured. 

Tribal revivalism in these areas 
of India has not taken the form of 
armed offensive against the state, 
as in the northeastern states of 
Nagaland, Mizoram and Manipur,

where insurgents are demanding 
secession. 

To date expressions of protest, 
have ranged from strikes to mar- 
ching with spears, bows and arr- 
ows, weapons aimed at restoring 
tribal confidence and identity. 

But sympathetic observers fear 
that the revivalist movement 
might act as a springboard for 
more militant action if dev- 
-eloptnent programmes continue 
to bulldoze local people to the 
wall. — Compass feature. 


Brazilian males treated 
less benevolently for 
killing infidel wives

BRASILIA — Brazilians who 
resolve matrimonial problems by 
killing their wives may find courts 
less benevolent than in the past 

The standard plea that the spo- 
use was despatched in legitimate 
defence of the husband* s honour 
does not have quite the same app- 
eal these days to the country’s 
predominantly male judiciaiy. 

But there is still a large number 
of Brazilian men who see the app- 
arent softening of attitude by the 
courts towards women plaintiffs as 
a retrograde step, insulting to 
Latin American machismo, the 
indigenous cult of male sup- 
eriority. 

Men gathered outside a court in 
Sao Paulo last month to pelt 
women's rights groups with bad 
eggs and tomatoes and to wave 
placards saying, “the graveyard is 
the place for adulteresses.” * 

Inside the court popular Bolero 
singer Lindomar Castilho. 45, 
awaited sentencing for shooting 
dead his wife Eliane while she was 
singing in the Cafe Belle Epoque 
in 1981. 

The jury found him guilty of 
premeditated murder and he was 
sentenced to 12 years in jail. Cas- 
tilho received a further two 
months for wounding his wife’s 
accompanist, whom he suspected 
of being her lover. 

Defence lawyer Waldir Tro- . 
ncoso Peres said after the verdict: 
“It was a disaster, we did not exp- 
ect this.” He immediately lodged 
an appeal. Castilho was driven 
home to the neighbouring state of 
Goias to stay with his mother. 

Lawyers said that under Brazil's, 
criminal code, even if Castilho 
loses his appeal, he is likely to 
spend only about two and a half 
years in prison and the remainder 
under house arrest at home. 

Castilho married the singer in 
1979 when she was 26. He then 
changed into a typical macho 
Latin American husband, acc- 


ording to lawyers, demanding that 
she give up her career, stop app- 
earing in shows, attend church 
regularly and become an exe- 
mplary housewife. They legally 
separated the following year. 

The magazine Veja commented 
that the verdict indicated a rev- 
ersal of the tendency, until now 
predominant in the Brazilian jud- 
iciary, to treat with benevolence 
those who decide to shoot their 
wives. 

A series of highly publicised ‘ 
crimes against wives in the 1980s 
has united the previously fra- 
gmented Brazilian women’s mov- 
ement and led to the creation in 
many cities of counselling org- 
anisations to deal with the pro- 
blem of violence in the home. 

These pressure groups first 
sprung to prominence over the 
case of Sao Paulo playboy Doca 
Street who was absolved of the 
shooting death of his socialite fri- 
end Angela Dihiz in a 1979 court 
case. 

Public pressure forced a re-trial 
with thousands of women bes- 
ieging the court in Rio de Janeiro 
in 1981 with placards saying, “If 
Doca escapes, others will die of 
love.” 

A feminist survey read into the 
trial record said that in the two 
years .after the 1979 verdict, 722 
men had killed their female com- 
panions in Sao Paulo alone cla- 
iming legitimate defence of hon- 
our. Street was sentenced to 15 
years? jail. 

But the women’s rights groups 
have not had it all their own way 
since then. Take the 1980 case of 
Marcio Stanciolli. 

Stanciolli. a 3 5 -year-old sys- 
tems analyst, shot his wife Eloisa, 
32, while she lay sleeping in their 
bouse in the provincial capital of 
Belo Horizonte in 1 980 with their 
two children. 

At his trial two years later Sta-. 
nciolli said his wife who ran a 
chain of fashioD shops had told 
him she was in love with someone* 
else.

The Soviet Danube Shipping Com- 
pany has a special rank within the 
system of the Merchant Marine Min- 
istry.

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Airbus Industrie 
wins major order 

PARIS (R) — Airbus Industrie, the West European planemaker 
which earlier this year was wondering how to get rid of 24 unsold 
.aircraft, has sealed a biliion-dollar deal with Pan-American World 
Airways, (Pan Am) giving it a major break in the lucrative U.S. 
market- 

The agreement involves the sale, lease and option purchases of 91 
aircraft. 

■ Under the arrangement. Pan Am. which wants to modernise its 
■fleet with more modem fuel-efficient aircraft, has signed a letter of 
intent to lease 12 A300-B4s and four A3 10-2 00s, plus the purchase 
;of 12 A3 10 -3 00s and 16 new short-haul A320s. 

• In addition the airline has signed an option to purchase a further 13 
A310-300 s and 34 -A3 2 0s. 

; Airbus has for some years been trying to break into the American 
market, dominated by U.S. giants Boeing, McDonnell Douglas and 
Lockheed. Industry sources said they were surprised by the size of 
the deal, which they described as one of the biggest of its kind. 

The deal was struck in the face of intense competition from Boe- 
ing, fighting hard to sell its 757,767 and revamped 737-300 models, 
all twin-engined like the Airbus.' 

The 91 aircraft involved In the deal represent virtually one fifth of 
sales of all Airbus models. Up until announcement of the Pan Am 
deal, the consortium had sold over 400 planes to more than 50 
.airlines. 

Industry sources said the deal would include the unsold A3 00 
models.

U.S. says it will not attend any 
special summit with debtor states 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. Treasury said 
. Thursday It will not join any special summit of deb- 
• tor and creditor countries, but is willing to continue 
dialogue on economic issues in established int- 


ernational committees. 

Western diplomats said Wed- 
nesday that support was growing 
for an unprecedented meeting 
between industrial creditor nat- 
ions andjThird World debtor cou- 
ntries on the international debt 
crisis. 

They*said the dialogue might 
eventually take place in the World 
Bank development committee, 
which meets in Washington later 
this month. 

U.S. officials, who preferred to 
remain anonymous, were also 
quoted Wednesday as saying the 
United States might be ready to 
consider joining such a con- 
ference, depending on the out- 
come of the annual meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) and the World Bank from 
Sept. 24 to 27. 

However, the treasury said 
Thursday: “We are not willing to. 


join some kind of summit meeting 
with the Cartagena nations, but 
we are willing to continue to have 
dialogue on the economic issues in 
established forums like the dev- 
elopment committee." 

Eleven Latin American debtor 
countries, which first banded tog- 
ether in Cartagena, Colombia, in 
June, met Thursday in Mar Del 
Plata. Argentina, where a gov- 
ernment spokesman said they 
would probably issue an invitation 
to industrial countries for a mee- 
ting on the debt crisis. 

If the meeting were to take 
place, diplomats said it would be 
an implicit acknowledgement that 
more was needed than the current 
“ case-by-case” approach to the 
global debt crisis under which ind- 
ividual debtors __ are considered 
separately. 

This approach has so far been 


the lynchpin of U.S. policy and has 
been wholeheartedly endorsed by 
rMF Managing Director Jacques. 
De Larosiere. 

The United States is banking on • 
a smooth, uneventful meeting this 
year and would be upset by any 
confrontation with the Latin 
American debtor nations on the 
eye of the Nov. 6 U.S. presidential 
election, diplomats and monetary 
officials said. 

The Latin Americans, who owe 
foreign creditors about S340 bil- 
lion, have recently toned down 
threats of a financial con- 
frontation with the industrial 
world. 

Diplomats said the United Sta- 
tes might be ready (o consider a 
debt crisis meeting as long as there 
were assurances that it would not 
be used to chastise the Reagan 
administration. 

Argentina has urged on Wes- 
tern nations the need for such a 
meeting, especially with smaller 
countries such as Uruguay and the 
Dominican Republic, which was 
the scene of ugly riots earlier this 


■year over IMF-imposed austerity 
■measures. 

Mexico, even though it has won 
a pioneering rescheduling pac- 
kage to stretch out payments of 
$483 billion of debt, has also exp- 
ressed interest in an informal gat- 
hering behind closed doors, dip- 
lomats said. 

The call for a debt crisis con- 
ference was made in the first ins- 
tance to Western countries bel- 
onging to the Group of IQ leading 
industrial nations. Western dip- 
lomats said. 

The initiative won the personal 
backing of West German Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl. 

France. Italy and Britain were 
also interested but Canadian off- 
icials were then awaiting the for- 
mation of a new government. 

Plans for a debtor-creditor mee- 
ting have evolved separately from 
another scheme, originally pro- 
posed by former Canadian finance 
minister Mr. Marc Lalonde, to use 
the World Bank's development 
committee as a forum for talks on 
the debt crisis and the role of the 
IMF and the World Bank. 


Senior bankers debate tighter supervision 


ROME (R) — Senior bankers 
from 87 countries began two days 
of talks Thursday on ways of tig- 
htening international supervision 
and limiting the repercussions of 
risky or fraudulent banking act- 
ivities. 

As a first step, they proposed to 
improve the exchange of inf- 
ormation on national supervisory 
practices, as laid down in last 
year’s revised version of the Basle 
concordat on international ban- 
king coordination. 

Central banks tightened up the 
concordat largely as a result of the 
1982 collapse of Banco Amb- 


rosiano. Italy's biggest private 
banking group, whose chairman. 
Roberto Calvi, was found hanged 
in London the same year. 

But B ank of Italy Governor 
Carlo Ciampi. in his opening spe- 
ech. said no amount of supervision 
could be effective unless bankers 
respected their code of pro- 
fessional behaviour. 

“Sound and well-managed 
banks must be the first line of def- 
ence against those whose business 
is over-risky or, in the extreme 
case, fraudulent.” Mr. Ciampi 
said.

Officials propose solutions to Third World debt 


VIENNA (R) — An international 
forum of 40 government min- 
isters. bankers, academics and 
, civil servants Wednesday pro- 
posed eight major stepsictserve as* 
guidelines for solving the Third 
World’s debt problems. 

The third gathering organised 
by the United Nations Dev- 
elopment Programme and 
North-South Roundtable issued 
the package which suggested a cut 
in United States interest rates and 
phased reduction of the American 
budget deficit as crucial steps to 
reduce debt in developing cou- 
ntries. 

It also proposed long-term debt 
rescheduling, capping of interest 
rates, writing off of debts of the 
poorest nations, formation of a 
new world debt refinancing body, 
new multilateral trade talks, rev- 
ision ofThird World development 
strategies, and steps to boost the 
flow of funds into the developing 
world. 


Pakistani Planning and Dev- 
elopment Minister Mahbub AJ 
_Haq, chairing the meeting, told 
reporters that delegates agreed 
the measures proposed for the 
U.S. were major factors. 

The proposals were meant as 
guidelines to break North-South 
deadlock over treating national 
debts case-by-case with strings of 
economic adjustment attached to 
loans. 

The meeting avoided seeking 
quick solutions to indebtedness 
and concentrated on analysis 
aimed at solutions that would acc- 
eptable to both developed and 
developing nations. 

“The debt problem is not beh- 
ind us. It's more serious rep- 
ercussions are ahead of us." Mr. 
Mahbub A1 Haq told a news con- 
ference. “The cost of earlier ‘sol- 
utions' has been extremely high in 
social terms, loss of needed inv- 
estments, unemployment and dec- 
line in living standards of society’s 


poorest people." 

The meeting studied debt along 
with its implications for trade and 
the development of human res- 
ources. 

High interest rates were?, the 
“biggest single threat" to eco- 
nomic growth in developed states 
and to success of economic adj- 
ustments in the Third World, its" 
final statement said. 

Mr. John Williamson of Was- 
hington’s Institute for Int- 
ernational Economics said the 
forum believed effects on demand 
of a phased reduction of the U.S. 
deficit would be offset by an easier 
monetary policy, which would not 
have an inflationary impact. 

Inrerest rates would come 
down, along with the dollar, he 
said. 

The roundtable welcomed rec- 
ent reports of a rescheduling ar- 
rangement between Mexico and 
the commercial banks, with eased 
financial charges and extended 
repayment periods. 


But it recommended creditor 
countries should encourage fur- . 
ther adjustments in bank lending 
terms. Interest rates should be 
capped with capitalisation of int- 
erest in excess of some agreed lev- 
els with the further option of int- 
erest rate charges in excess of a 
specified proportion of exports. 

It called for a “measure of debt J 
forgiveness” for the poorest cou- | 
ntries. mostly in Africa, saying ; 
that in the least developed cou- r 
ntries “a strong case existed for 
cancellation of all official debts.” 

Zimbabwean Finance Minister 
Bernard Chidzero said this act- 
ually amounted to a very small 
sum as part - of the total world debt. 
Only 3.1 billion of loans in these 
countries were purely private and 
not guaranteed by official cre- 
ditors. 

"This would be a small cost to 
the donors but a tremendous ben- 
efit for these countries,” Mr. 
Mahbub AJ Haq said.

Assistant Secretary of State 
Gregory Newell also ruled out a 
one-year delay in withdrawal, 
which some congressmen urged as 
an alternative to allow more time . 
for changes. 

As the deadline neared for a 
U.S. pullout from the con- 
troversial U.N. Educational. Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organisation. 
Mr. Hewcll said plans were well 
under way for the United States to 
continue on its own activities it 
now funds as part of UNESCO. 

“If there is implemented ref- 
orms (by the end of 1 984 ) we will 
look at the level and the sig- 
uificancc of that imp- 
lementation." he told two House 
of Representative Foreign Affairs 
Subcommittees. 

He added: "We've been candid 
in stating that if there is liule of 
significance implemented by the 
end of the year it is the position of 
the administration wc will wit- 
hdraw." 


WASHINGTON (R) — NATO 
Secretary-General Lord Car- 
rington urged the United States 
Thursday to tone down its dem- 
ands for more military spending 
by its allies, but he agreed that 
Western conventional forces must 
be increased. 

" My concern as secretary- 
general is that the debate over 
burden sharing should be resolved 
in a way which leaves the alliance 
stronger." he said in a National 
Press Club speech. 

“Meanwhile, it would be hel- 
pful if it could be so conducted as 
not to lead the Russians to believe 
that we are about to come apart at 
the scams." 

Lord Carrington spoke a day 
after President Reagan told Con- 
gress in a report on North Atlantic 


Treaty Organisation (NATO) 
non-nuclear forces that he would 
continue to prod the allies "to 
make better contributions to 
NATO defence".

NATO exercises to reach climax soon 


BRUSSELS (R) — With the bulk 
of its troops, arms and machinery 
already distributed from Norway 
to Turkey. NATO's Autumn 
Forge exercises 1984 reach their 
climax at the beginning of next 
week. 

By early November, some qua- 
•ner of a million troops will have 
taken pan in 26 Western alliance 
exercises, but the major action 
begins in central and southern 
Europe on Monday and will last 
until the end of September. 

Maj. Pieter Van Geldorp. pub- 
lic relations officer at the Supreme 
Headquarters of Allied Forces 
Europe (SHAPE), told Reuters. 


that NATO’s biggest war games in 
Europe had gone smoothly since 
they started on Sept. 3. 

“By next Monday more than 
57.000 British soldiers will have 
joined their allied comrades in the 
fields and some 1 5.000 American 
troops will have been flown in to 
Europe during the Reforger (ret- 
urn of forces to Germany) exe- 
rcises.” he said. 

Anti-nuclear and env- 
ironmental groups have ann- 
ounced protests against the man- 
oeuvres. but Maj. Van Geldorp 
said there had been no dis- 
turbances so far. 

NATO says that through Ref- 


orger. the United States is dem- 
onstrating its resolve and ability to 
fulfil a strategic role by rapidly 
transporting combat forces in a 
combination of air and sea lifts 
from the U.S. mainland.
